The new committees will meet on 
Friday to organize and lay plans 
for the November campaign. The 
chairmanships alternate from nor- 
thern to southern California, so a 
southerner will succeed Republican 
Chairman Brad Melvin of San 
Francisco and a northerner will fol- 
low Democratic Chairman Paul 
Peek. 

Most of the delegates will stay 
over for the special session of the 
legislature set for Saturday to de- 
bate Gov. Culbert Olson’s request 
for $50,000 to finance his state de- 
fense council and related items,

Speculation Says Nazis 
Have Abandoned Plans 
To Attempt Invasion

The steady fury of the German 
bombing attacks’ smashed against 
sturdy British defenses today, but 
served merely to increase specula= 
tion on whether Adolf Hitler would 
abandon invasion plans in favor of 
an aerial war of attrition and a 
thrust at other ramparts of the 
British Empire. 

Time after time British anti-air- 
| craft batteries and squadrons of 
fighter planes turned back German 
war squadrons—sometimes as many 
as 300 planes—over southeastern 
| England and around London, pro- 
tecting the capital after a night of 
; severe bombings. But the Nazi at- 
tack, directed by Reichsmarshal 
‘Hermann Goering, continued and 
| there were seven daylight air alarms 
in London up to 5:11 p. m. At 
least 12 German planes were shot 
‘ down. 
| The Axis powers, however, were 
operating on other fronts and their 
purpose obviously was to keep the 
British guessing until the blow falls 
—or to wear down British resistance 
by prolonged uncertainty of every- 
thing except the relentless attacks 
of German bombers. 


Contributing to this “nerves” 
campaign was a sudden journey by 
Nazi Foreign Minister Joachim Von 
Ribbentrop to Rome, which the

‘Crop Light 


| Preliminary Survey Shows 
Tota! Production 14 Pct. 
Less Than In Last Season 


VICHY, France, (P) — War-torn 
Europe’s wheat harvest, foundation 
of its winter food supply, may be 
about 14 per cent below that of 
last. year, preliminary reports indi- 
cated today. 

War and a rainy spring combined 
to lower it. 

Reports indicate an especially un- 
favorable harvest in the great gran- 
ary of Europe, the Danube Valley— 
Rumania, Hungary, Jugoslavia and 
Bulgaria. It is now estimated that 
the Danube will be 9,000,000 tons in- 
stead of a normel 12,000,000. 

Mediterranean countries, Italy, 
Greece, Spain and Portugal, are ex- 
pected to raise about 11,500,000 tons 
i instead of 12,000,000. 

Production in France, Germany, 
Belgium, Holland, Poland, Czecho- 
Slovakia and Austria is estimated at 
15,000,000 tons compared to 17,500,- 
000 tons, the average and 20,000,000 
in recent exceptional years. 

The whole of Europe, excluding 
Russia, is expected now to produce 
about 40,000,000 tons, or 6,500,000 
tons less than last year.

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Household Hints 


Fifteen minutes of systematic 
care every day should insure sani- 
tation for the bathroom, provided 
everyone who uses the room helps 
to keep it tidy and clean. 

Thorough airing is the first 
step. Next all fixtures should be 
washed with soap and water, the 
floor mopped or scrubbed, the 
woodwork dusted or wiped with a 
soapy cloth, and fresh towels and 
wash cloths substituted for the 
soiled ones on the rods. 

Curtains should be changed as 
often as they need changing, cer- 
tainly after the windows have had 
their weekly washing along with 
the mirrors, lighting fixtures, and 
medicine chest.
